institutes. Dr. G. Halsey Hunt and associates are 


delving into the problem of why there is such 


a wide variation in life span among humans. 


Science for ages has marveled and w on­ 


dered at the longevity of life som e individuals 


are able to attain, but all serious inquiries into 


the secret 
have em erged em pty handed. Dr. 


Hunt s researchers will attack the question on 
six fronts, delving into such possible causes as 
heredity, body tissue ch an ges and psychological 
reasons. 
An interesting aspect of this investigation 
is that the scientists involved consider a 100- 
year life span as normal and their probing will 
be conducted toward finding why so many die 
at an “abnormal” age of som ething less than 
KH). As Dr. Hunt explains it, “a 100-year life 
span can be considered reasonable since som e 
people live that long. T h e question becomes: 
Why don t the others m ake it?” 
* To what do you attribute your long life?” 
is probably the most popular question asked of 
•entenarians, and the answ ers given are almost 
as num erous. There are those who give credit 
to a daily nightcap, others w ho favor good cigars 
and still others who credit abstention from both 
all their lives. 
Dr. Hunt does not expect to find a “fountain 
of youth.” but he does hope to discover physical 
or heredity traits which contribute to longevity. 
U ndoubtedly the pessim ists will frown upon this 
endeavor, for they no doubt feel the trials of 
life in this world should elim inate any desire to 
reach beyond the present life expectancy.

United Nations Complexities 


The United Nations has thus far had two Secre- 
taries-General and each has b4*en from a Scandinavian 
country and each has been, from an American stand­ 
point. somewhat to the Left. The rea>on for this is that 
the Secretary-General has to he acceptable lo Soviet 
Russia as well as lo the United States, and all the 
gi 'ounttirv and bino, that comprise the United Nations. 
The Sot rotary General in accordance with the Charter. 
has to be elected by the General Assembly atter having 
been recommended by the Security Council. 


In a word, hr has two hurdles to leap over; in 
the Security < OU Heil, he must satisfy both Soviet 
Russia and the Western Powers; in the General 
Assembly he must satisfy nearly everybody. There 
are now 80 nations in the United Nations and they 
arr Hunted into groups that often vote as blocs; 
the Soviet countries with rare exceptions vote as 
though one man were casting the vote for all of 
them; the Afro-Asian group vote* in a bloc; the 
NATO power* have usually voted the same way 
and so it has gone. A Secretary-General has lo be 
fairly milk-and-watrrish (es satisfy all these eon- 
tending factors; a strong man would have culti­ 
vated dislike by some group; a really controversial 
person could not reach first base. 


The difficulty is that the Secretary-General has 
considerable to do and under the Charter of the United 
Nations he could become a tremendous influence in 
the affairs of the world. 
Neither Trygve Lie cor 
Hag Hammarskjold has developed great importance 
in the affairs of their own countries, nor do their 
respective countries exercise a great 
influence 
in 
world affairs. 
The 
Secretary• General 
us 
the 
top 
permanent 
official of the United Nations. The Presidents of the 
Security Council serve only one month at a time sn 
that they may not count. The President of the General 
Assembly is elected for a session, lie has no adminis­ 
trative responsibility. There is a General Committee 
of the General Assembly, consisting of the Vice 
Presidents and the Chairmen of the six main com­ 
mittees which really conducts each session. 
The way the United Nations is organized, the 
Secretary-General and his staff really run the show 
and as long as nobody's toes are stepped upon, the 
Secretary-General can have his own way. particularly 
as the main business of the United Nations is con­ 
ducted in a maze of committees which are not as 
dramatized as the Security Council or the General 
Assembly. 
These committees and various commis­ 
sions arc run by the hired help among whom are 
numerous left-wingers, including Communists. 
In fact, because ot the conflict between capitalism 
and socialism in its various forms, any international 
agency, no matter for what purpose established, is 
bound lo become a stage for this war of ideas. No­ 
where is this so sharp as in the International Labor 
Organization which has three types of delegates, those 
representing employers, labor unions and governments. 
Hut what happens when a Soviet country joins the 
ILO’’ 
In such a country, employers are officials of 
the government which owns and operates the means 
of production, distribution and exchange. Similarly in 
such a country, the labor unions are governmental 
agencies. Therefore, all the delegates from such a 
country are government officials and represent 
a 
government point of view,

This is a natural development as 
most of the member states are socialistic and the 
American Government delegates are more con­ 
cerned with preserving the 
11,0 than with the 
Ideological concepts of its resolutions. 


The Charter of the United Nations was supposed 
to be reviewed and possibly revised and amended in 
J950. The year has passed and nothing has happened 
because there could not he agreement between the 
Soviet bloc and the Western bloc as to what should 
he done. 
In a word, the question of amendment of 
the United Nations Charter is stymied: the world is 
stuck with the present Charter until one group or the 
other has control of the U.N. or it goes out of exist­ 
ence because it does not serve effectively.

By approving the Eisenhower 
resolution now for the Middle 
East, the precedent is establish­ 
ed for the adoption of similar 
resolutions at a later date pro­

against all forms of aggression. 
Self-determination 
through

elections still is the greatest right 
that can he bestowed on any peo­
